It Is pointed out that there must 
be a thorough cleansing of the cool­ 
ing system and a tightening up of 
all parts before oven the best of 
anti-freexe solutions will function 
properly and give adequate protec­ 
tion. 
As to the choice of an 
anti­ 
freeze, the Bureau of Standards, 
after long research, advises ‘that the 
solution should meet these nine 
tests: (I) must give complete pro­ 
tection. (2) should not boil away, 
(3) must do no damage to the cool­ 
ing system, 14) should not heat up 
the motor, (5) should not affect the 
paint or varnish of the car, (6) 
should be odorless, (7) must be non­ 
inflammable, (8) should not be vis­ 
cous at low tem peratures nor de­ 
compose at high temperatures, (9) 
should not deteriorate.

are important because they furnish

energy; they supply almost half of 
the building material (protein) of 
the average diet; they contain valu­ 
able mineral matter; and they pro­ 
vide desirable bulk in the diet. 
BREAKFAST 
Grape Nuts or Corn Flakes with 
Sliced Bananas 
Milk 
Sausage 
Griddle Cakes 
Coffee 
DINNER 
Kidney Beef Stew with Corn Muffins 
Beet and Lettuce Salad 
Apple Pudding 
Coffee 
SUPPER 
Vegetable Chowder with Toast 
Fried Slices of Wheatena with 
Syrup or Honey 
Milk 
Fried slices of cream of wheat or 
grits may be substituted for the 
wheatena. 
Preparation of Breakfast Cereals: 
Ail 
ready-to-eat” breakfast cereals 
such as corn flakes and shredded 
wheat biscuits, should be heated in 
the oven to restore crispness just be­ 
fore serving. Uncooked cereals, such 
as cream of wheat and rolled oats, 
are usually quite successfully prepar­ 
ed by using the proportions given on 
the carton. Appropriate combinations 
of the two types of Cereals give 
variety; com meal mush with grape- 
nuts, cream and sugar; toasted bran 
or puffed rice added to cream of 
wheat and served with cream and 
sugar. 
APPLE PUDDING 
Mix 2 cups cooeed cream of wheat 
with 2 cups of milk, 3 beaten eggs 
and I cup sugar. 
Pour one-third the 
cream of wheat mixture into a but­ 
tered baking dish, cover with rings 
cut from 3 apples cored and sliced, 
sprinkle with sugar and nutmeg and 
dot with butter. 
Repeat twice, mak­ 
ing 3 iayers of the pudding with 
apples over the top. 
Bake in a 
moderate oven Va hour and serve hot 
or cold with cream. 
Both fruit and 
cereal may be varied, dates and roll­ 
ed oats making a pleasing combina­ 
tion. 
FRIED WHEATENA 
Cook wheatena according to direc­ 
tions for breakfast cereal and mold 
in a square pan. Remove from mold; 
cut in slices about Vi inch in thick 
ness; dip in egg diluted in 2 table­ 
spoons of milk. Fry in deep fat until 
crisp and brown, or saute in a frying 
pan in a small amount of fat. 
Serve 
with fruit sauce or syrup.

San Antonio will hold a bi­ 
centennial celebration of the begin­ 
ning of the city’s government, from 
March I to 9, 1931, reviewing the 
city s history through a series of 
pageants, dramas, concerts and vari­ 
ed ceremonies. Texas has reached an 
age where its people appreciate its 
history enough to commemorate its 
achievements, and such commemora­ 
tive events arouse a patriotic pride in 
working towaid still greater prog­ 
ress. 
Ta* Waste Evident 
Addressing a convention of audi­ 
tors. comptrollers and treasurers, a 
speaker not long ago said: “ I am 
convinced that at least 40 per cent 
of every tax dollar collected in the 
United States is wasted.” 
To this 
the Dallas News added: ‘‘Unfortun­ 
ately this is right. 
There should be 
an honest return in work or material 
for an honest dollar’s pay.” 
E. G. 
tenter, who has made a study of 
Texas economic conditions, says that 
in Texas the tax waste is near 60 per 
cent, and calls attention to the fact 
that the operation of State Govern­ 
ment now costs over 2,000 per cent 
more than 22 years ago, although 
there has been no unduly large in­ 
ert ase in population. 
He comments, 
It is a pity our officials freely pro­ 
claim reforms when they are candi­ 
dates and forget it when they attain 
office.” 
Reducing Passenger Fares 
To meet the competition of busses 
and private cars the Texas-Pacific 
has reduced its passenger fares from 
Texarkana to Big Spring to 2 cents a 
mile from about 3*4 cents. The Tex­ 
as-Mexico railway has made a like re­ 
duction on its lines and other Texas 
roads will likely make similar reduc­ 
tions soon. 
The most exhorbitant 
railway charge now in force is that 
of the Pullman company, the rates 
being more than 85 per cent above 
those in force before the World War. 
Enlarging Creamery Plant 
Evidently the creamery plant at 
Cuero is doing a satisfactory busi­ 
ness. 
Recently improvements and 
addi ions have been made that cost 
about $20,000. 
The people of De- 
Witt county are satisfied, for they 
are 8uPPlying a large part of the 
milk that the creamery is using in 
making products that have a State­ 
wide distribution. 
I ©Tracing Produces Profits 
I ex as farmers once pooh-poohed 
suggestions of terracing, but are fast 
learning that it pays. 
Figures com­ 
piled on about 3,800 acres of Mc- 
Uulloch county show that on terraced 
lands the cotton yield is about twice 
that on land unterraced and that the 
same ratio of increase is obtained on 
feed crops. 
Farmers now go in large 
numbers to terracing schools to learn 
how it is done. Although the weather 
was inclement, more than IOO Karnes 
County farmers recently attended 
such a school and terracing demon- 
stiation at Runge. 
Christmas turkey Crop 
Better 
organization

growers, better grading and better 
marketing methods have resulted in 
a good market for turkeys for both

lamb meats. 


F»r Trappers Busy 
Not a great manj

of Texas as a fur ^reeding State, 
yet fur trappers at this season are 
making good money selling furs of 
numerous small wile animals.

Uvalde it is estimated that sales will 
reach about $70,000 his season 
At 
Lampasas the 60 trappers’ licenses 
sent to that county wore soon ex­ 
hausted and more had to he obtained. 
Almost every county in Texas fur­ 
nishes a good field for fur trapping. 
N sw Texas Enterprises 
Texans are alway: 
starting and 
making profitable so ne new enter­ 
prise or another. 
Near Rockdale, N. 
C. Vance started with a dozen pheas­ 
ant eggs and a bantam hen and nove­ 
llas a fine flock oi 
multi-colored 
pheasants. 
The hens lay an average 
of 74 eggs a year, whi h sell at $3.00 
a dozen and he gets $7.50 for a cock 
and two hens. 
F’heasants eat about 
half as much as chickens, and their 
meat is identical with hat of quails. 
Bob Hale of Rockdale, captured 
two wild mallard du< ks in the Rio 
Grande Valley and now has about 50, 
some of which are two generations 
removed from their wild forebears. 
He keeps their wings lipped to pre­ 
vent them from flying away in the 
migrating season and has plenty of 
wild duck at home. 
Good Times Are Here 
Any close reader of Texas news­ 
papers must admit that the last half 
of 1930 has been much more pros­ 
perous for Texans tha 1 a like period 
of 1929. 
Bank and mercantile fail­ 
ures have been fewer. 
Industrial 
enterprises have picki d up.

ers who have practice* farm diversi­ 
fication and have beer systematic in 
business are more pn sperous. 
The 
building program of Federal and 
State governments, of large corpora­ 
tions and of individuals has been 
larger. 
There is not a large percent­ 
age of unemployment- about 1.7 per 
cent of the population —but the un­ 
employed are finding it harder to get 
along than heretofore because em­ 
ployers are practicing greater econo­ 
my than formerly. 
It is also evident 
from the papers that present plans 
for constructive work n all lines in­ 
dicate that 1931 will br a year of big 
undertakings in Texas. Purse strings 
are being loosened for great enter­ 
prises.
